The West Kentucky Coal Co. has issued 
$2,000,000 of 5 per cent. bonds and now 
proposes to carry out its plans to contract 
for supplying coal for gas and steam to 
the Laclede Gaslight Co., the Union Elec- 
tric Light & Power Co. and the United 
Railways Co. of St. Louis, for which pur- 
pose il Was organized. These companies, 
it is stated, now consume about 750,000 
tons of coal a year, and it is estimated that 
a total annual consumption of from 


1.200.000 to 1,500,000 tons will be reached 


by them in a few years more. 

The mines of the West Kentucky Coal 
Co. a five in number, and include coal 
lands of about 23,000 acres in Crittenden, 


Webster and Union counties, in the vicin- 
ity of Sturgis, Ky., and at the junction of 


the Tradewater river with the Ohio river. 
They contain five workable veins from 
three to seven feet thick, and the quoted
